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Who May Use the Library. 


Any one is entitled to the free use of books and periodicals in the 
library building. 

Unrestricted access to the book shelves is permitted. 

Any citizen may draw books for home reading upon furnishing sat- 
isfactory guaranty in the prescribed form. Certificate blank must be 
filed in person. | . 

Children ten years of age or over may become card-holders. 

Residents of Montgomery County, upon obtaining the signature of a 
Dayton resident guarantor, and the payment of an annual fee of three 
dollars, may draw books subject to the same rules as city borrowers. 

Strangers in the city may draw books upon leaving the prescribed 
deposit fee with the librarian. 

A fine of two cents a day is incurred when books are retained 
longer than two weeks. 


SPECIAL PRIVILEGES. 


A Special Card, in addition to the fourteen-day card, may be issued 
to any person giving satisfactory evidence of pursuing a definite line of 
research. Fiction and current magazines cannot be issued on this card. 

Teachers’ Cards are issued to the leaders of girls’ or boys’ clubs, and 
to teachers in public or private schools who wish to draw books for class 
and club work. Ten books and ten mounted pictures may be drawn at 
a time and may be kept for twenty-eight days without renewal. 

Teachers in the Public Schools may draw books from the School De- 
partment for ninety days at a time, and re-issue them to their pupils for 
home reading. 

Reserve Postal Cards. Readers, who wish to be notified when a de- 
sired book is in, may leave a Reserve Postal and have the book held for 
two days after the notification is mailed.
